There can be little doubt, how-! 


ever, that a new spirit of determi-

brains cannot view the human race when 
it touches a pinnacle. Too bad the people 
as a whole, particularly in a democracy, 
have no opportunity to actually view the 
price that is paid for pinheaded govern- 
ment, for socialist theories and the mad 
scramble of men to use the public welfare 
as a means of enriching themselves or 
visiting vengeance upon those whom they 
dislike. 


After the retreating army pulls away 


from the rear guard and the latter takes 
up the last position it is to hold upon this 
earth a lofty stateliness must hold sway 
along the muddy but occupied ditches.

Princeton, N. J.—Three highly important attitudes regarding American 


national defense are indicated today in a nation-wide study by the 
American Institute of Public Opinion, as men women in all parts of the 
United States reacted to the news from Western Europe:—- 


1. More than four voters in every five have come to the conclusion that 


America's present Army and Navy are inadequate to 
protect the United States itself from foreign attack. 
Whether this view is justified or unjustified, the sur- 
vey points to what is probably the' great underlying 
conviction behind current national defense activity. 


2. One-half of the 'American people now believe 


that the United States should follow the path of vari- 
ous European nations in instituting compulsory mili- 
tary training for all able-bodied young men of mili- 
tary age, for a period of one year's training. 


3. By an overwhelming majority, the public be- 


lieves that military training should be introduced into 
America's hundreds of Civilian Conservation Corps 
camps. 


Taken together, these present-day American atti-

large vegetable plot without heavy 
tools. If you have only light tools, 
set the plants in easily prepared 
holes. Average soil suits the plants.

Tamp and add two inches of rich 
garden soil. Set the plant on this 
•nd fill the hole to within an Inch 
of the top. Pinch out the plant lop. 
drive a heavy stake well into the

When Great Britain saw strong 


signs last month that Italy was 
going into the war, ah important 
order was given to British sea cap- 
tains. They were told to take their 
ships around southern Africa in- 
stead of through the Mediter- 
ranean sea. 


The Mediterranean route from 


England to India is shorter, but it 
seemed safer to the British to go 
around Africa. 


People in Europe did not have 


an all-water route to India 500 
years ago. To trade with 
that 


country, they had to use caravans. 
There was no Suez canal ab that 
time. 


Quite often the caravans were 


halted by desert robbers. Cdstly 
loads of silk and spices were lost 
by traders. 


Columbus tried to find an all- 


water route to India, but he found 
the New World. The New World 
was to prove richer than the 
whole of Asia, but no one knew it 
at the time. 
* 


Among the 
famous sea cap- 


tains of history is Vasco da Gama. 
He was born at about the same 
time as Columbus, 
and did his 


greatest work a few years after 
Columbus sailed westward 
across 


the Atlantic. 


Vasco da Gama sailed under the 


flag of Portugal, a country which 
was a great rival of Spain. The 
Portuguese wanted to reach India 
and the 
East Indies by an all- 


water route, before the Spaniards 
did. 


On a July day in 1497, four sail- 


ing vessels left Lisbon, Portugal, 
and sailed southward in the midst 
of a thick fog. The plan was to 
go clear around southern Africa, 
and then to India1 It was a deed 
which no one had done before. If 
there was success, a new day of 
rich trading for Portugal would be 
won. 


Before the sailors and officers of 


the little fleet went on board, they 
ga\e their confessions to priests 
They 
feared 
that 
this voyage 


might be the last they ever would 
make. 


Ships of Europe before this had 


gone as far as the Cape of Good 
Hope, but none had rounded the 
cape and crossed the Indian ocean

Verde Islands, the pilots were or-

fever :s that about two-thirds of all 
hay fever patients are sensitive, not 
only to pollen, but also to other sub- 
stances, such as foods, feathers, face 
powder, end s=o forth. 
These sub- 


stances may aggravate the hay fev- 
er symptoms. Therefore, it is advis- 
able to test all ha)' fever patients 
for these other substances as well 
as for pollens.

years ago and has become cleverly 
interwoven in the viewpoint of 
many Americans who are innocent 
of any contacts with the nazi gov- 
ernment or its agents. 


Munitions Makers 


For several years an assiduous 


attempt has been made, 
for in- 


stance, to convince the American 
people that all wars are made by 
munitions makers and for profiteer- 
ing purposes. It has been, asserted, 
moreover, and several 
so-called 


"liberal" authors of books have in- 
sisted that the United Slates was 
dragged into the last war to protect 
trade or for commeicial reasons. 
Even President Wilson has been 
condemned by them as having a 
selfish motive in leading America 
into \\ar. This point of view was 
ignored too long and hence grew 
into the consciousness of many 
young Americans. Not long ago a 
penate committee investigated the 
munitions industry's relationship to 
the last \\ar and the German gov- 
ernment made excellent use of 
those mistaken findings. 


The American senators were in- 


nocent of any part in the studiously 
developed propaganda just as some 
American senators today who are 
crying loudest about "British pro- 
paganda" are unaware that what 
they are saying is exactly what the 
nazis have planted here and there 
in those academic circles, isolation- 
ist quarters or political precincts 
•where almost any argument oppos- 
ing the president's policy would be 
seized upon as valid. 


The nazi propogandists know 


their America. They are too shrewd 
to come out into the open. They 
make third and fourth-hand con- 
tacts with members of groups who 
:n 
turn 
endeavor 
to influence 


American officialdom. The result 
sometimes can be found in a care- 
ful examination of the speeches of 
certam members of congress and 
certain individuals of prominence 
outside of congress. 


Such a comparison w ill reveal a 


uniformity 
of argument that is 


amazingly tell-tale. Propaganda dif- 
fers always from spontaneous ut- 
terance in the identical thoughts or 
phrases used. The artificiality is not 
hard to detect A typical nazi in- 
struction to its agents here might 
run as follows- 


\. Blame the last war on England 


Make it seem a xvar of profit and 
trade, and above all scoff at the 
idea that it was a war to save 
democracy. 


2. Smear the Butish as much as 


possible. Emphasize Ihe war debt 
question and make it appear that 
the aljies didn't pay an> thing. Be- 
smirch the visits of all foreign lec- 
turers and cast doubt on the rea- 
sons for the visit of the king and 
queen last year. Make it appear 
that England wants to drag Amensa 
into the v,ar. 


3. Cast doubt on the integrity of 


newspapers and newspapermen who 
favor the ally cause.

4. If
